CHAMBERSBURG. — Concentrated 
industry m arks the activities at the 
H. J. Heinz Co. nurseries, north of 
Penn Hall, where there are a million 
and a half tom ato plants in hot beds 
and in cold fram es fo r further de­ 
velopment. 
A score of more busi­ 
ness men of town, headed by the ag ­ 
ricultural committee of the Chamber 
of Commerce, visited the local infant 
industry this morning and had ex­ 
plained the work th at is being done 
there. 
The hot and cold beds cover 
about one-third of the three acres of 
ground covered by the Heinz plant. 
There are 21 betis built upon three 
hundred tons of 
m anure, 
eighteen 
inches thick beneath and on the sides 
of the beds. 
The heat in these beds 
generated by the bedding is 80 de­ 
grees when the beds are first put in 
operation. This gradually diminishes 
until the tim e the tender plants are 
ready for transplanting!. The beds are 
64x6 feet in dimensions. The present 
capacity of the beds is about 1,750,- 
000 plants. 
The plants are being 
grown for the farm ers of the county 
who have entered into agreem ents to 
grow tom atoes

Planting will begin about the middle 
of May. 
The plants will be sold at 
$4 a thousand.
